If he (Mr, Hows)
had been FPresident, Jefierson Davis would bave
been tried, nod he would have died some timoe ngo
in the hborhood of Fortress Monros, He re-
mem A chee of Lrenson Against the State of
Vlmlnu commitied by n man named John Brown,
with an army of fifig-two men. That man and
his army wers eapiured, tried and hung: Sinoe
then nst the United Siates hoen
commitied, an overnor Henry A, Wise had
taken i prominent part in it. So far from sharing
the fate of John Brown, Mr. Wise hnd not long
singe defled the government of the United States,
and he idea of seeking or aocepling a
pardon.

Mr. HOWARD, of Michigan, sald the rewmarks
of My. Johnson In relation to Jefferson Davis
coalled for some reply. In a prociamation laauesd
b-J FPresident Johnson, afier Assaspination of
Mr. Lungoln, Davis was eharged with participa-
tion In that arime, The Seoretary of War had said
in A commuulicntion to the Senate that e was hald
nn & priconerof war as wall as for eriminal con=
neclion with the assassination. He had been In-
dioted for trenson, but not for participation in the
murder of President Lincoln, Other ncoomplices
0 that crime had been frigg by military commis-
slom, and by the ordex of President Johnson exe-
cuted. For a year past efforts had been made to ar-
rent another accomplior, (Surratt) aud he had been
arrested and was pow on his way to this coontry.
Wan there lnr ohjeation te holding Davis for trial
an an accomplice in thal great conepirncy! Who
was o blame for not trying Dayvis1 1t was the
duaty of the Ihstrict Attorney at Richmond to ry
nim for treason, though he might be tried ln any
other State of the Unlon,

Mr. JOHNSON interrapted Mr. Howard to sny
that ha belleved Davis conld be tried in any other
State as wall as Virginia, The Iate Attorney Gen-
eral gave the opinion that the trial muast takke place
in Virginis, but he (Mr. Johuson) thought this
WABR A mistnke.

Mr. HOWARD asked Mr. Johnson If he ander-
stood him correclly when be understood him to
say that if Jefferson Davis was held ns n prisoner
of war he could not be held amennble to the civil
court?

Mr. JOHNSON said that was his opinion.

Mr. HOWARD smd if that was true it was
sirange that Davis had not been liberated on a
habeas vorpus, ns1t the dootrine advanoed by Mr.
Johnson was correct, Davis could not be held In
Emon suy longer, He (Mr. Howard) maintained,

owevyer, that this docirine was ingorrect, and
could be proven so by Vattel and Kent. He was
not in the counsela of the Administration, but he
entertnined no doubt that Davis wonld nitimately
be released unconditionnlly, without any trial or
ponishment for tresson or auy other offence, It
Was Dot tobe expected that a President who had
ssued pardons to the worst and mosl malignant
rebels wonld ever try the head of the people
whonse favor he was so diligently courting.

Mr, Howard then discussed the pending il e
held that the section proposed to be repenled
granted a power not given 10 the President by the
COonstitution. The President could pardon under
the (Consutution, but conld not grant amnesty.
Amnesly meant peace. The President conld no
more grant general amnesty if this section wna
repealed than he could declare peace without the
consent of Con "

Mr. SAULSBURY, of Delaware, spoke in fa.
vor of his nmendment to repeal the entire confls-
cation bill, inatend of the thirteenth section, as
proposed. The bill was an lpdictment against
eight millions of people, who had been denled the
protection of the government, and therefore ought
not to be held responsible for adhering to its eno-
mies. Allegiancs could not be exacted when pro-
teotion was denled. This doctrine had been maln-
tained by the ablest writers and lawyers in this
and other countries.

Mr. HENDRIOKS, alluding to the charge made

Mr. Obandler when this bill first came up in
Seonte, said he did not suppose the Senator
trom Miohigan meant tha: auny proclamation had
been procured by bribery or improper meaus, The
segtion pro 0 be repealed referred unlﬁm
pardons by proclamation, NMr. Obandler had
snid that he made this statement on the anthority
of one of the judges of this district. He thought
it due to the other judges of the district that the
pame of Mr. Chandler’s informant should be men-
toned. He had but one objection to the repeal of
the section, and that was that it wounld oreste the
Impression that Qongress was opposed 10 a con-
ciliatory course toward the late rebels.

Mr. TRUMBULL sald that as he did not wish
1o speak on his bill apy more, he felt called upon
10 correct & misapprehension of certain Senntors
that he (Mr. Trombull) acknowledged the right of
the President, under the Constitution, to par ‘on
by proclamation. He made no such scknowledg-

ment,

Mr. CHANDLER said be had made no charge
against the President of selling pardons, He had
snid that pardons were for sale by women—by
more than ope woman. Hedid not charge that the
President sold pardons, or knew that they ware
:old. He would now say ihat when these facts
were brought to the knowledge of the President,
the President denounced the man who brought
them, aud the nefurious business went on, the Pre-
sident dechining to intertere to stop 1t

The guestion was then taken on Mr, Saulsbary's
amendment to repeal the entire Confiscation bill,
and it was disagreed to.

The bill was then passéd.—yeas, 97; nays, 7.

The people, he aald, had decided In the
recent elections that the lately rebsllions Siates
musi give guaraniess for the Ioinre; aod that de-
clston had been made in the ince of and ngninst
the whole axecutive patronage of the government,
wisloed with s reckless disregurd (o the finanelial
Interests of the government. If the south persistad
In rejecung the constitational amsndmeni, he was
In favor of OCongress enforoing unlversal sauffrage.
He believed that the Constitution gave Uongreas
the power to reguisie the eleclion of members
thereof, and to define the class of persons who
were (0 vole, and consequently the regulation of
suffrage balonged to Congreas.

Congress must provide universal suffrags, or It
would part with the principle which was vital to
Its pwn exinlence as n repressntative body for the
snke of peace, He wns willing to acoept the con-
stitmtional document, but he preferred universal
pullrage, and 1t necessnry to enforos I, was in
favor of Mr., Btevens' plan of reconatruction, and
the creation of provisional governments forsuch of
the eeceded Sintes as refused to adopt Lthe amend-
ment,

Mr. WENTWORTH, of Illinols, reminded the
committee that the Hones had month on his mo-
ton, ealled on the President for information 1o
refarence 1o the pardon of the Chicago conspirators.
He understood that they had all been pardoned
but one, and that one (Greenfuls), npw on the
Dry Tortugas, was having efforts made for fthe
procurement of his pardon. But In order that the
country might understand whnt sort of A person
this Greenfels was, he sent up and had read by the
Clerk a lotter from A. B. Moore, Iate Oolonel of the
104th 11linols Infantry, stating that Greenfols hnd
been Adjnlant General of John Morgan's brigands;
that he was one of (he worst menon earth; that he
was known #s a robber, murderer and guerilln,
and |:nt he should be kept on the Tortugas till he
rotted,

Mr. Wentworth went on to say that the worst
E:rt of the late decision of the Supreme Court wns

eed nron the law of 1563; that no lawyer could
attack that deoision, and that he would lntroduce
n bill 10 repeal that law,

Mr. ORINNELIL, of Iown, next nddressed the
Committee, He thanked the Presidont thal he had
not in his annoal message recommended the pass.
age of the constitutional amendment. 1t was not
material that he should promise the rebel States
restoration on the adoption of that amendment.
Had he made such a pledge, ho would haye done
s0 without anthority, and it would bave been an
untroe reflection of the spirit of the radical gove
ermns power of the countr{. Oongress was com-
mitted to the amendment, but only as & first in-
stalment. He himself bud made no promise Lo
permit the States ndopling the amendment to re-
sume their places in the Unlon, and he would ap-

sl to his eminent friend from the norithwest, the

Vestor of the House, as to whather the admission
of representatives from Tennesses was in pursu.-
ance of any such understanding.

Mr. WASHBURNE, of Illinols, In reply tothe
question, stated that if he had been In the House
when the vots was taken for the admission of
Tennessee, he should have voted with the minority,

ust a8 his triend from Iowa (Grianell) wounld
ave voted had be been present.

Mr. GRINNELL declared that the idea oor-
responded entrely with the sentiment of the peo.
ple of Iowa, and not cne of the Iows members
elect held that they were boand to admit any of
the rebellions Sestes on the mers adoption of the
constitutional nmendment.

Tie LoGAN CAse,—Into the death of the unfor-
tunate Girard House fireman, named Logan, found
murdered in an area of n house in Congress sirest,
the Coroner yesierdny continued the inquest, The
annexed testimony was taken:

Timothy Dorgan, liming st 2011 Locust street,
deposed t he and Fogan startad on Sunday at
one ¢'clock, and went to Newell's, between four
and fiye o'clock; he drank, and I took a cigar; I
tried to get him home then; met Mrs, Murphy, and
we stopped to talkk to her; then we went to P.
Donobue's, in Hand street: this Was near six
o'elook; I went to smpper, and returned; Logan
and I then went to Eleventh and Sansom, and
then to Tenth and Walnut; told Logan then to go
home; it was after ten o'clock; I asked him to give
me his money; he declined; N’ewell wnited on us
at his house on Sunday; was lutroduced to Newell

by Logan.

Mary Murphy, residing at Front and Reed
streets, wos passing by Newell's between 4 and §
o'cleck on Sunday afternoon; asked Logan to come
in, but he would not; he was under the influence
of liguor; I went to Newell'son Wednesday night;
Newell sald oIsn't this sad about LoganT® he suid
it was o wonder Logan badn't been lo; I sald that
I was \nlkivg to Logan st his door on Sunday
sfiernoon; Newell's wite smd that on Sunday he
was not there,

Patrick Newell, tavern keeper, No, 760 souih
Front street, sworn:

_I knew decensed; the last time [ saw him was iu
Chesnut street, pear Eighth, five woeks ago: he
wae not o my hounse last Sunday; I didnot walt
on him; I don't recollect either Logan or Dorgan
being ln my bouss on any Sunday; on Monday Mr.
Murph{ came to my house and asked if I knew
where Logan boarded; he said he saw Logan car-
ried to the bosapital by t(wo policemen; he sald Lo-
gan had been ploked up out of a cellar in Concord
or Congress street; 1 shut my place Jagl Sanday at
nbout 10 o'clock; ssw Mrs, Murpbhy on New Year's

night,
‘imothy Dorgan, recalled—Logan and mysell
were ot Newell's between four and five o'¢clock on

Sunday evenlog; Newell was babind the bar; 1
took o segar, tnd Logan a drink; Logan introduced
me (o Newell,

Mre, Murphy, recalled—1 saw Dorgan and Lo-
gan In front of Neweil's place on Sunday after-
termoon, between four and five o'clock.

Newell was therefore held by the Coroner 1o
awanit the result of the tnvestigation, without batl
Corener Danlels and his clerk, Mr. Fletcher, have
been active In seeking evidence In this matter
That the unfortunate man was beaten to dealu
somewhere in the vicinity s not doubled.
